It is somewhat curious by-the way, when 
we cuaie to think of it, and by no me*n9 
complimentary to the novelists, that they, 
as we have just said, do so little lo guide 
or help those who may have complicauons 
of life to go through very similar to the 
cdmplications which form the subjects of 
modern romance. 
This is a question 


which writers of fiction would do well to 
ponder. Who has been helped though 
one of these difficulties by the example of 
the last-study of life which even the most 
potent ol contemporary magicians has set 
before him? Perhaps the reason is that a 
scarcely appreciable portion of humanity 
are those who are troubled b^ the special 
problems which the novelist prefers 16 m- 
vestigate-and fathom. Cur-example, there 
are curiously few bigamists in good society, 
yet bigamy is perhaps more popular 
than any other subject with some novel 
ists. 
And few ol us, after all. very 


few, make eccentric wills, which are still 
more largely.used. As for the one grand 
problem'of which all the novels are full, 
which is how to eet ourselves beloved and 
married, that, it is proverbial, is a ques- 
tion in which nobody will take any advice 
or tirofil by any example. Here human 
nature always feels its situation'Unique 
and its circumstances unexampled If 
there ever was a sijly maiden Jike Lydia 
Languish in real life, demanding to be 
wooed fantastically and mysteriously, to 
be tun away with and flattered by clan- 
destine vows, in imitation of her favorite 
heroine, we are very sure there never was 
any who learned prudence and patience 
from the most exemplary of fictitious wo- 
men. No doubt it pleaws the young 
Couple who have to wait lor each other 
through a lingering engagement to read ot 
others in the same circumstances; but we 
doubt if man or woman ever got a hint for 
the speedier termination of their embar' 
rassments through those of their contem- 
poraries in fiction. It is by no means to 
be desired that novelists should give up 
|lii$ subject whiph is sacred to them, but 
in which'nobody will ever be guided by 
any expenence save their own , yet it 
would be well for them in other points to 
consider this deficiency. They are the 
recognized exponents of social life, it is 
their task to exhibit men and women in 
the midst of all us complications, and it is 
a reproach to them that they do nothing to 
help their fellow creature who may have 
similar trials to go through. [Black-

Watches, by reason of their fragile con- 


struction, and the variations to which they 
are liable, can after all only obtains limit- 
ed perfection in their performance, there- 
fore, we must not be astonished to find 
them subject lo certain variations. Tnes« 
variations, which are e"y to correct, need 
not prejudice the quality of A watch. as_ 
wiir be proved by the fdUbwTng example. 
Two watches, we will suppose, have been 
put to the same time by an excellent regu- 
lator. At the end of a month, one ol these 
watches is a quarter of an hour too fast; the 
other is exactly right to time. To ^bicn 
of these two watches would we give the 
otBtereiice? Perhaps to the one which n 
exactly right. But in making such a 
choice, we nevertheless incur the nsk ot 
abandoning a good watch for a bad one. 
The first watch has, we assume, gained 30 
seconds a day; and according to this rate, 
it has gamed a quarter of an hour in 30 
days. What must be done to make this 
wich go well ? - Alter the regulator inside 
from fast to slow, or get a careful watch- 
make' to 3o it for you, thereby altering its 
daily rate. Let us now admit that the 
other war" has been affected during a 
month by in egulsr going, which has occa- 
sioned it sometimes to,gam, at other limes 
to lose to a certain extent daily. It may 
easily occur that at the end ofa month 
this gam and losing compensate each 
olhtr, and by this means the watch indi- 
cates the exact hour af Ihe time we look at 
it -Such a watch can never be relied upon. 
The fact is that a watch which gams in a 
rftular manner or loses in a regular man- 
ner is superior to any whose variation is 
uncertain, and where its variation comes 
to be familiar, the hule companion may 
vie with the most delicately adjusted shio s 
chronometer 
A skillful watch maker one
